Cotton South 


The truth is that this so-called 
“cotton South’’ is likely, for a 
Jong time, to be an “‘agin’”’ re- 
gion. It already is learning, to 
its distress and consternation, 
that neither the Democratic nor 
Republican party is going to give 
it what it wants. Much of 
the Democrats - for - Eisen- 
hower strength, for example, 
stemmed from Candidate Ejisen- 
hower’s frequent statements that 
he believed in allowing the states 
to have as much latitude in gov- 
ernment as possible and in with- 
drawing the Federal Government 
from participation in state af- 
fairs. They have been grievously 
disappointed in him and his 
party. 

As they turned against Frank- 
lin Roosevelt in his last years in 
the White House, so did they be- 
come bitterly antagonistic to 
Harry Truman. Now, once again, 
they are against the White House. 

It becomes increasingly | plain 
that for the next several years 
the “‘deep, cotton South’’ is likely 
to be more and more on the look- 
out for campaign promises. These 
states will, of course, be inevit- 
ably disappointed as they have 
been with Roosevelt, Truman and 
Eisenhower. No matter whom 
they support in the election years, 
it is almost certain they soon 
will be “agin” the man in the 
White House. 


Economic Effect 


In addition to this éndemic 
political malaria, which makes 
for instability and brings prophets 
to grieve, there are other factors 
at work. 

Florida is the first Southern 
state to develop Republican 
strength. It still is Democratic, 
but there is a right-wing inde- 
pendent vote in the state which 
has maintained its organization 
since the 1952 Eisenhower cam- 
paign. 

Texas and Louisiana have their 
own peculiar economic advan- 
tages, which materially affect 
their. politics and create, inciden- 
tally, a great envy among their 
poor sister states. Texas, with a 
large Republican vote, is still 
Democratic. Louisiana is even 
more so. |

Stiff Tax Lets ’Shine Peddlers 
Get Wealthy on Bargain Booze 


The bootlegger, like his partner 


in crime, the moonshiner, finds 
licuor racketeering pays rich re- 
wards in Georgia. ; 

So rich that Georgia moonshin- 
ers can’t produce enough moon- 
shine to meet the demapd. 

So rich that big rings of racket- 
eers control most of the boot- 
legging. 

Georgia bootleggers can easily 
undersell legal liquor and: still 
make a wad of money. The cheap- 
est legal liquor, tagged with $10.50 
federal tax and $2 state tax, sells 
at roughly $20 a gallon. 

A wholesale bootlegger can buy 
rotgut liquor from a moonshiner 
at $5 a gallon, then sel! it for $9 
a gallon to his retailers. The re- 
tailer, although he usually sells by 
the half-pint and pint, can realize 
$16 to $18 a gallon. 

Despite Georgia’s record as top 
producer of illegal whiskey in the 
country, federal agents report a 
large amount of moonshine is be-

He claims that moonshine con- 
sumption equals or exceeds that 
figure. 

Sgt. Charles W. Blackwell, head 
of the Atlanta Police Records Di- 
vision, interviewed prisoners in 
jail on drunk charges during a 
two-week period and found that 
154 got drunk on moonshine and 
126 on legal liquor. 

W. K. Johnston, who was head 
of the U.S. Alcohol Tax Unit in 
Georgia until his retirement last 
year, estimated the flow of moon- 
shine to Atlanta at 100,000 gallons 
a month. If the estimate is any- 
where near correct, that makes 
bootlegging a $20,000,000 - a - year 
racket in Atlanta alone.

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$65,000,000 Is 
A Lot of Money! 


Georgia legislators assemble today 
for a special session to consider a little 
matter of increasing the people’s tax bill 
by $65,000,000. Let us all pray that they 
look at the figure carefully. Sixty-five 
million dollars is a lot of money. 

Gov. Griffin Friday made a statement 
in which he listed the consequences of not 
having a special session and of not raising 
taxes at this time. It was based, of course, 
om the lengthy studies of the State Pro- 
grams Study Commission which explored 
the state’s fiscal situation. 

No one wants the state’s basic services 
te suffer or to be cut below the minimum 
needed during this period of expansion. 
They know about the céndition of our 
roads and that there will be an additional 
30,000 children entering school next fall. 
They know that somehow they must find 
the money to take care of these needs. 

It seems to us, however, that Georgians 
ate a little tired of this “government by 
crisis.” * These sudden tax increases or 
“crash program” financing are unneces- 
Sary and upsetting to the state’s economy. 
Georgians are able to stand the truth and 
if more money is needed, certainly they 
should he told. Gov. Griffin was elected on 
a platform of “no more taxes.” 

This special session of the Legislature 
is a rush job that makes many people 
wonder if these tax proposals are being 
railroaded through with unnecessary 
speed. 

The individual members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly should deliberate each 
item carefully. Certainly the proposal to 
impose sales taxes on services is unwise 
and impractical. 

The effect of these tax increases on the 
State’s economic growth also should be 
considered. We do not want to strangle 
the industrial, business and agricultural 
development of the state. The tax program 
should be attuned to the needs but it also 
should be in line with the people’s ability 
to pay. 

The legislators should study the possi- 
bilities for further economy in the state 
government. Finally, they should ask 
themselves these questions: “Do we really 
need this much money? Has the Study 
Commission underestimated the revenue 
producing potential of these proposals? 
Has enough attention been paid to elim- 
inating waste, overlapping services and 
unnecessary bureaus?” 

_ Sixty-five million dollars is a lot of 
money. If we can do on less, let the Gen- 
+ Assembly explore the possibilities.

Big industry 
came in, and thousands of people who 
Work in Atlanta now do their living in 
the pleasant and well-watered groves of 
DeKalb. Since the arrival of water, De- 
Kalb’s growth has been phenomenal. 
Plans to carry water into still arid sec- 
tlons mean a continuance of that growth. 

The initial expense of bringing water 
into a section is heavy. But water at- 
tracts industry and homeowners. Real 
estate values rise, and the tax digest in- 
creases. New water mains are the best 
investment a forward- looking community 
can make. 


Every Citizen Shares 
In Cost of Poor Roads 


« In considering the merits of the vari- 
ous proposals for building highways, it 
ig well to consider one inescapable fact. 
> Every one of the 160,000,000 men, 
women and children in the United States 

paying for the lack of adequate roads. 

e revolution in transportation has been 
se rapid that highways now affect the 
lives of us all. 

- Most reliable estimates put the cost of 
oor roads in waste alone at $3,000,000,000 
Wer year. This is-shared by all citizens in 
the cost of commodities, gasoline, insur- 
ance and wear on vehicles. 

~ In addition, losses in motor vehicle 
dacidents has been set at a conservative 
figure of $4,300,000,000 largely attribu- 
table to bad roads. This is a total of at 
léase $7,500,000,000 in losses to the Amer- 
ican people annually—largely the result 
of poor highways. 

* Of course, it would not be possible to 
eliminate all losses completely but if they 
could be whittled in half, the savings 

d be tremendous and would justify 
huge investments in roads now being

proposed. We all share in the cost of poor 
roads, so why not share in the cost of 
building good ones? 

For the past 22 years from 30,000 to 
40,000 people have been murdered an- 
nually on our roads. Surely this is a gross 
waste of human resources that must be 
remedied. The cost to insurance corrpa- 
nies alone adds up to about as much each 
year as was paid out in life benefits 
during the Korean War. 

A modern highway system is needed 
in the United States and it is needed 
now. The growth of the national economy 
is being limited because of the lack of it. 
The terrible toll in lives and property 
because of poor roads is a disgrace to the 
nation. For the national economy, for 
national defense and for life-saving, good 
roads have become a matter of national 
survival.

The Dairy Surplus Is 
Beginning To Disappear 


The American Dairy Association tre- 
ports that things are looking up in the 
industry. The. surplus is approaching an 
end and consumption is going up. People 
are drinking more milk, eating more 
cheese and butter. 

The association says that the price- 
propping program resulted In govern- 
ment purchase of 4.8 per cent of the total 
milk produced, compared with 9.3 per 
cent in the previous year. Domestic con- 
sumption increased by  6,000,000,000 
pounds for which the increasing popula- 
tion accounted for about 2,000,000,000. 

The remainder of the gain, the group 
guesses, was due to retail price drops fol- 
lowing lowering of the support level and 
the effect of increased sales promotion 
by the industry itself. 

Actually, the increase per capita in 
consumption was slight—4.3 quarts of 
milk for the -year and .64 pound more 
butter and .58 pound more cheese. If the 
dairymen can convince consumers to add 
one more glass of milk a week to their 
diet, during the current year, the surplus 
situation will be licked and the increas- 
ing population would call for further ex- 
pansion in the industry. 

June is dairy month and a big promo- 
tion campaign to sell more dairy products 
is under way. The industry is going about 
its business of recovery with a well- 
planned research, advertising and mer- 
chandising campaign. Other depressed in- 
dustries would do we!l to follow its ex- 
ample. 

Here in Georgia, the artificially high 
price of milk will hurt the dairy industry 
in the long run. Per capita consumption 
is not on the increase and expansion is al- 
most at a standstill. Georgia people do not 
use enough dairy products. If the market 
were free, consumption would increase, 
dairymen would sell more milk and the 
demand would keep prices at a figure 
that would mean even, more profits.

A Georgia Oil Strike 
Would Be a Great Thing 


Hope springs eternal in Georgia that 
under the ground there is oil. Explora- 
tory holes have been punched into the 
Georgia earth for a number of years. 

While no one we know has seen so 
much as a teaspoonful of Georgia oil, 
there are enough rumors of its existence 
to fill all the oil barrels in Texas. 

Just recently it was announced that 
two new firms are getting ready to drill 
in Georgia. They will not be the first by 
a long shot. Speculators and investors 
both own oil leases on Georgia lands. 
Even the semi-sacred wildlife refuge, the 
Okefenokee, is in danger of being ex- 
ploited by the oil hungry. 

Oil is one of the prime sources of en- 
ergy in addition to its value as a lubri- 
cant. It is one of the great sources of 
wealth in this industrial age and one of 
the most coveted prizes of war. 

Geologists believe there is more than 
an even chance that under Georgia’s sur- 
face there is oil. The state has offered a 
generous bounty to whoever finds it first. 

An oil strike would be one of the fin- 
est things that ever happened to Georgia. 
It might even help solve the perpetual 
problem of the unbalanced budget, for 
among its other virtues it would be some- 
thing new to tax.

We do not want leaders in Asian countries 
who are .pliant tools to our will. To be prac- 
tical, such allies are useless. What we do want 
are leaders sprung from Asian soil. who will 
fight for independence from all outside power, 
whether it comes from China or Russia or from 
the United States. 

Among such leaders Nehru stands at the 
top. He is neither our friend nor our foe at 
this moment, but a neutral who says he seeks 
only the way to peace.

The Segregation Decision. 
Was Consistent and Wise 


Just over a year ago the United States Supreme Court laid down 
the broad principle that segregation in the public schools violated 


the Constitution. 
equal’”’ 


That historic decision overturned the 
doctrine enunciated by another United States Supreme Court 


‘separate but 


—a legally sanctioned doctrine since practiced in the public school 
systems of 17 states and the District of Columbia for 59 years. 


Last year the Supreme Court 
issued no enforcement decrees but 
called for arguments and sug- 
gestions from those who believed 
the decision right and from those 
who believed it wrong on how it 
could best be carried out. 

Just the other day the Supreme 
Court issued its enforcement rules. 
What it said, in short, was that 
segregation in the public schools 
was wrong, that all Federal, state 
and local laws in conflict with 
that principle must fall but that the 
principles of sequity dictated that 
the wiser course was to end seg- 
regation gradually. 

To that end the court remanded 
the cases and ordered the lower 
courts to see that «‘a prompt and 
reasonable start, toward full com- 
pliance’’ «with the 1954 rule is 
made; but the public interest may 
properly be taken into account and 
where additional time is necessary 
‘for adjusting and reconciling pub- 
lic and private needs” the time 
should be granted, 

The 1955 decision will not please 
those who looked for a ‘‘forthwith"’ 
order ‘integrating the races any 
more than the 1954 decision pleased 
those who believe in separation. 
But it is clear that the Supreme 
Court considered that a rule which 
would disorder and disarrange im- 
mediately a public education sys- 
tem in many of the states was too 


serious a matter for a hard and 


fast decree. 
And if it be Said that in going 


Se 


slowly the Supreme Court paid 
undue attention to the customs and 
mores of a great section of the 


nation, the court cannot be ac- 
cused of inconsistency; its 1954 
decision referred more to sociolog- 
ical treatises and to psychological 
tracts than to prior law when it 
overruled the ‘‘separate but equal’’ 
doctrine. 


The decision the other day was 
not only consistent, though. It was 
a fair decision and a wise one. 
Conditions in the public schools 
of the South are not the same; they 
are not even the same in all the 
counties in a particular state. In 
some places in the South segrega- 
tion's ending will bring few prob- 
lems and the changes will take 
place quietly and soon. In other 
places the problems are different 
and more’ difficult, 


But in all these places the prob- 
lems are local ones and the judges 
pt lower federal courts are far bet- 
ter fitted to determine justly the 
problems the Supreme Court ad- 
monished them to pay attention to. 


These problems of administra- 
tion, transportation, personnel, 
physical conditions of school plants, 
revision of school districts and at- 
tendance areas—all mentioned spe- 
cifically by Chief Justice Warren 
—are very different and cannot be 
settled by a specific rule from 
Washington nor will they be settled 
overnight.

peace through strength adequate 
to defend the rights of free men 
and to uphold the dignity of the 
individual. It lasted just 30 min- 
utes. 


The Vice-President opined that 
one great contribution of the serv- 
ice club to society was teaching 
a man to say what he had to say 
in 30 minutes and sit down. 

A conference here this week of 
almost 20,000 persons from 64 
countries of the world closed with 


a preview of an upcoming con- 


ference with only four principals. 
The speaker, the No 2 man in 


the United States, told his interna- 
tional audience that The Big Four 
Conference may well be the 
world’s last chance. 


He said that while we recognize 
that the Reds have had a change 
of. tactics, but not of heart, we 
must talk with them because we 
must never cease to explore every 
road that could possibly lead to 
peace. He quoted the leader of 
an ally who sees the coming talks 
as a chance to crack the ice be- 
fore we are frozen into it so hard 
that only an H-bomb can crack it. 


He described our President and 
our Secretary of State as men 
whose combined military and 
diplomatic experience will not be 
exceeded by that of anyone else 
at the conference. He added that 
while Pres, Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary .Dulles are men of peace, 
they also are tough-minded fellows 
who will let the enemy know they 
will use their strength if he be- 
gins to fight. 


Dick Nixon said wide travel 
abroad had taught him that the 
smile, the handshake, the friendly 
gesture get the same reception 
everywhere. 


He closed on an optimistic note. 
The battle of ideologies, he said, 
will end in victory for free people 
because they are on the right side. 
What is more, they will win with- 
out war. 

The favorable factors, he said, 
are the UN, The Bomb (which 
makes war too awful to contem- 
plate except for madmen) and the 
fact that the people on both sides 
want peace. 

“Treaties of friendship,” our 
Vice-President. said, ‘‘come from 
the heads of statesmen, but the 
will to abide by them comes from 
the hearts of the people.” 

As chief public relations officer 
for the U.S.A., Dick Nixon did a 
fine job. His remarks were a fit- 
ting conclusion to a convention, 
the chief impression of which has 
been that in 1955 peace is the 
fervent hope of free men around 
the world.

Future Is Source 


Of Human Worry 


Immediately after ¢he last war the Allied armies 
gathered up many hungry, homeless children and 
placed them in large camps. There they were 


abundantly fed and cared for. However, at night the children did not 
sleep well. They seemed restless and afraid. 


Finally a psychologist hit upon 
a solution. "after the children were 
put to bed, they were given a slice 
of bread to hold. If they wanted 
more to eat, that was provided, 
but this particular slice was not 
to eat, just to hold. 


It produced marvelous results. 
The child would go to sleep, sub- 
consciously feeling it would have 
something to eat tomorrow. That 
assurance gave it a calm and 
peaceful rest. 


In the 23rd Psalm, David points 
out something of the same feeling 
in the sheep when he says, ‘“The 
Lord is my shepherd; I shall not 
want.” Instinctively, the sheep 
knows the shepherd has made 
plans for its grazing tomorrow. He 
knows the shepherd made ample 
provision for him today, so will 
he tomorrow, so it lies down in 
its fold with the piece of bread 
in its hand. 


So this Psalm does not begin 
with a petition asking God for 
something, rather it is a calm 
statement of fact — “The Lord IS 
My Shepherd.”” We do not have 
to beg God for things. 


As Dr. Roy Smith and others 
have pointed out, God made pro- 
vision for our needs long before 
we even had the need. Before we 
ever felt cold, God began storing 
up oil, coal and gas to keep us 
warm. He knew we would be hun-

gry, so, even before He put man 
on the earth, God put fertility into 
the soil and life into the seeds. 
‘Your father knoweth what things 
ye have need of, before ye ask 
him,” said Jesus. (Matthew 6:8.) 

The greatest source of human 
worry is about tomorrow. Like the 
women going to the tomb of Jesus 
Easter morning. They missed the 
beauty of the early morning sun 
and the glory of the flowers along 
the way. They were worrying 
about who would roll away the 


stone. And when they got there it, 


was already rolled away.

U.S. Didn’t Believe 
Its Own Intelligence 


WASHINGTON—Some of its political critics 
are contending that the Eisenhower administra- 
tion is deliberately playing down the quality and 


the size of the Soviet Air Force in order not to have to spend more 


money on defense. 

The theory behind this opinion 
is that the pressures for economy, 
for an early balancing of the budg- 
et, for tax reduction bear down 
so heavily upon the White House 
that it would rather mute the facts 
concerning Soviet air power than 
to face the possibility of having 
to increase the defense budget. 

It is, of course, far from certain 
that more monéy is the primary 
need. Since this administration, 
though profoundly eager to balance 
the budget, has gone for three 
years in the red in order to main- 
tain high defense expenditures, I 
do not think that the President 
would put economy over security 
if he felt that larger appropria- 
tions for air were needed. 


But this doesn’t mean that there 
is no reason for the public to be 
anxious over the relative striking 
power of the U.S. Air Force versus 
the Soviet air force. There are 
real reasons for anxiety. The fact 
that the American government 
was taken by surprise when the 
Soviets recently flew over Moscow, 
for all to see, long-range bombers, 
fully comparable to the U.S. B-52, 
which is not yet operatiqnal, can 
hardly fail to be disconcerting. 

It is disconcerting, not on the 
theory that anybody in the adminis- 
tration is trying to fool the public, 
but because it offers evidence that 
some high officials in Washington 
are tempted to fool themselves.

Adlai Doesn’t Fear 


Issues That Count 


WASHINGTON—It has been assumed now for 
sometime that Adlai Stevenson would again seek 
the Democratic presidential nomination next year 


That American intelligence sour- 
ces have been informing the Pen- 
tagon that the Soviet Union was 
developing both bomber and fighter 
planes capable of out-performing 
anything we now have in produc- 
tion. 

That U.S. intelligence experts 
have been advising the Defense 
Department that Russia has the 
technical and industrial ‘capability 
of turning these prototypes into 
solid production. 

That American officials have be- 
come so fascinated by belief in 
our own technological superiority 
that we have been unable to credit 
— and therefore act in response 
to — the Soviet capability. 

The Pentagon has _ revealingly 
said that what surprised it was 
not that the Soviets could produce 
such superior aircraft — heavy jet 
bombers and medium bombers — 
but that they could so soon pro 
duce them in numbers. 

This shows that our intelligence 
has been sound but that we have 
not believed our own intelligence, 
that we have been suffering from 
a blind spot which comes from 
under-estimating the capacity of 
others. 

There is no need to be alarmed 
about this evidence of Soviet tech- 
nological resources and resource- 
fulness — if we act on the infor- 
mation we now possess and free 
ourselves from smugness. 

We can meet and match this 
challenge if we do not close our 
minds to its reality.

Perhaps the best confirmation 
of the 1952 Democratic candidate's 
intention was his assumption this 
week of the party leadership and, 
more particularly, his leadership 
of the progressive elements of his 
party. 

Adlai Stevenson boldly picked a 
subject that is highly controver- 
sial, although one in which many 
millions of people are vitally in- 
terested and one about which the 
Democratic leadership in Congress 
has been timid. 

This is improved, expanded and 
cheaper medical service for our 
people with Federal Government 
financial assistance. The Demo- 
cratic Party leader recognized the 
psychological hazard in this aftea 
which has caused the dragging of 
feet both by the administration and 
by the Democratic leadership in 
Congress when he said: 

“And it is imperative that dis- 
cussion be not frustrated by the 
familiar shouts of socialism that 
bedevil all forward steps in our 
country.”’ 

Again to this 84th Democratic 
Congress, as to the Republican 
83rd, President Eisenhower rec- 
ommended reinsurance by the 
Federal Government of voluntary 
private group health plans so they 
could expand their services to 
more persons. 

This proposal .got to the floor 
of the House in the last Congress 
after protracted public hearings by 


the Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee which had juris- 
diction. But there it was defeated 
—and by a strange coalition of 
both parties. 

When Democrats assumed man- 
agement of this 84th Congress and 
became responsible for a legisla- 
tive program, it was naturally ex- 
pected that they would work ‘out 
a more effective health insurance 
bill of their own as part of their 
program. It could have become 
a major objective. But they did 
nothing of the ixind. 

The House Interstate Commerce 
Committee plans some hearings 
later on health insurance, but 
nothing more than hearings. 

Though. Adlai Stevenson's” rec- 
ommendations were vague, they 
seemed to go beyond those of the 
Eisenhower administration. He ac- 
cepted the ‘‘development of vol- 
untary, private, prepayment health 
insurance programs” as a basis, 
but urged ‘“‘long-term, low-interest- 
rate loans to new prepayment 
groups and to subsidize a part of 
the comprehensive service to 
groups including some whose fi- 
nancial’ ‘means are limited but 
whose medical needs are no less 
great.”’ 

Adlai Stevenson, by taking the 
initiative on this issue, encouraged 
the party rank and file, indicating 
they: have a leader who dares to 
talk about issues that count, even 
if from outside Congress.

can wait. The method for the Bluegill and Red- 
breast is so: A spinning outfit with a small slip- 


cork-three-size splitshot sinkers 
a No. 6 Aberdeen malleable hook. 


The hook should be soft enough 


and, finally, 


to bend. You 


don’t make the cork stationary, and you must 


watch it carefully. If you do, you catch big 
bream. I didn’t use a cork, but greased my 
monofilament line instead and watched it. When 
he hits, the line straightens perceptibly, and 
I think you hook more that way. In a couple of 
days we got about 60, averaging better than 
three quarters of a pound. 

While I rowed one day, John hooked and lost 
two largemouth that would have gone about 
four or five pounds apiece. He was using a 
Lucky 13, chugging and popping it through the 
mossy grey and green backwaters. 

The bass fisherman hereabouts uses only 
a Lucky 13 or a CCB Darter 2,000 on top, or a 
No. 2 Hawaiian wiggler underwater. 

If the Altamaha bass don’t bite those, you 
might as well retire, they say. 

The bream bait was worms, and something 
else special—the Georgia hopper, which we 
procured from Darien Policeman Everett 
(Greeg) Gale, who was camped. The black 
and yellow insects look like grasshoppers but 
they don’t hop. And the bream love them like 
you do filet mignon. 

The best way for the average fellow to get 
to the Altamaha and have fairly good accom- 
modations is to head for Brunswick, stay- 
ing on U.S, 341. Just south of Jesup at Everett 
City turn left or east. Go out a good graded 
road three miles to the Glynn County Park 
area, where you can camp or rent a trailer or 
a boat very cheaply. You have all of the Al- 
tamaha to fish. Down river below the Seaboard 
Air Line bridge you don’t need a license. It’s 
considered brackish or salt water, 

Going north, or up river, you will be in 
fresh water and you should have a fishing 
license, Either way you will catch fish—if you 
follow instructions. Then you have the option 
of going out into the sound for a 40-pound 
channel bass from the wide and lovely stretches 
of the Wolf Inland Beach. 

But that’s another 
column.

Atlanta bootleggers with being the 
‘“‘best organized’’ in the country. 

He says a number of ‘closely 
knit organizations,’”’ backed by big 
money, control most of the bootleg 
operations here. 


C. C, (Jack) Plampin, head of 
Anti-Moonshine League, Inc., said 
there are known to be 28 major 
violators who head bootleg liquor 
rings in the Atlanta area. 


One truck driver for a wholesale 
organization may ‘“‘set off’’ (load 
with moonshine) 40 or 50 cars a 
day in Atlanta, a federal official 
says. The wholesaler meets the 
cars in different sections of the 
city. 

*‘Setoffs’’ go on around the clock. 

Bootleggers have transported 
moonshine in just about anything 
that rolls from tractor-trailers to 
the smallest cars and even bi- 
cycles. But with huge bootleg rings 
growing in Georgia, federal offi- 
cials report an increasing number 
of large trucks in the wholesale 
trade. 


Generally, the retail bootlegger 
drives a high-powered car. 


thinks the estimate is much too 
high and says there is no way of 
knowing how much moonshine is 
sold here. 


He says, however, that probably 
90 per cent of the moonshine 
transported to Atlanta reaches the 
consumer. 


In the past five years, Atlanta 
police have ,.made 7,144 arrests for 
liquor law violations, seized 1,193 
cars from bootleggers and poured 
out 67,600 gallons of moonshine.

The first of these four was giv- 
en to the Georgia Federation for 
its work in establishing forests 
in north and south Georgia ahd 
at the Tallulah Falls School. 

The north Georgia forest, on 
Highway 123 between Toccoa and 
Clarkesville, is planted with 20,000 
white pine seedlings purchased 
by the federation and planted 
by the U.S. Forestry Service on 
Forestry Service land. 

Planting of the forest in south 
Georgia, located near Waycross 
on Highway 1, has been delayed 
by drought conditions: however, 
the forest is about half complete 
at this time. 

The water and soil award was 
based on the federation's reso- 
lution to stop. pollution of 
streams by industry or munici- 
palities. 

EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 

To carry out this resolution, 
the federation, rather than try- 
ing to promote anti-pollution leg- 
islation, is working with the wa- 
ter and soil development division 
of state government to promote 
an educational program in indus- 
tries and communities and rec- 
reational areas. 

Establishing a new bird sanc- 
tuary located at the entrance to

The care of the child has been 
left entirely to us and in spite of 
all our protests my daughter has 
been running wild—staying out all 
hours of the night, dating all 
kinds of men and drinking a lot.

Looking back over her life it 
is possible you can see several 


mistakes you made in her train- 


ing. It seems that she was not 
taught a sense of responsibility, 
a proper sense of values, had 
little (if any) religious training, 
did not learn to respect herself 
or her parents and was allowed 
to become a selfish and self-cen- 
tered individual. 

All of these things should be 
included in a youngster’s train- 
ing if he or she is to grow up to 
be a fine person. 

I am not mentioning these 
things just as criticism of you 
but I am pointing them out so, 
perhaps, you can correct these 
errors in raising your little 
granddaughter. 


A child can be petted and 
pampered to a certain extent 
and must have a feeling of be- 
ing loved and wanted. But one 
who has not been taught to know 
personal responsibility usually 
becomes a maladjusted adult. 
Material things ‘‘that money can 
buy”’ are not an adequate substi- 
tute for the kind of training

Humphrey 
Kyes Higher 
Debt Ceiling 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (#—Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Humphrey 
will soon be going to Congress 
with his third request for a higher 
national debt ceiling. 

And, if the administration’s 


present figuring is correct, merely 
a temporary boost in the 275-bil- 
lion-dollar debt limit, such as 
Congress granted for the current 
fiscal year, just wont do nex 
year. 

Humphrey wil sart the fiscal 
year July 1 with a federal debt 


of approximately 274 billion dol- 
lars, only a billion under the limit. 


NEEDS 18 BILLION 

In the following six or eight 
months, he will have to borrow 
something like eight billion dol- 
lars in new money—seven billions 
over the limit. Also, President 
Eisenhower estimated in the fiscal 
1956 budget the government will 
run a deficit of about 2'¢ billion 
dollars in the fiscal year. 

So, unless the Treasury learns 
to operate on a much slimmer 
than usual cash balance, two bil- 
lions or so of the forthcoming bor- 
rowing will be more than tempo- 
rary, shoving the debt up to at 
least 276 billions. by July 1, 1956. 

That is the basic, if outsized 
arithmetic Humphrey will be tak- 
ing to Congress, probably before 
the end of this month.

Actions Reflect 
Home Training 
Tom Henderson, 65, is a tall, 
handsome executive who helps 


usher at the Chicago Temple 


where I teach my Bible class 
each Sunday noon. He is a deft 
applied psychologist, too. 

For when he passed the col- 
lection plate one morning re- 
cently, a young sailor from 
Great Lakes dropped a $20 bill 
thereon. 

Mr. Henderson later came 
back quietly and asked the sailor 
if he had contributed the $20 in- 
tentionally, for he feared the sail- 
or might have mistaken the $20 
for a $1 bill. 

“IT didn’t want him to be 
stranded in Chicago, so I felt I 
ought to make sure he knew the 
denomination of the bill,” Mr. 
Henderson said. 

“But the sailor said he in- 
tended to contribute the $20. He 
must have been brought up in 
a good, Christian home, don’t 
you think, Dr. Crane?’’ 

Well, what do. you readers 
think? This single act of a young 
sailor (not an officer) who would 
contribute $20, could indirectly 
be used to derive many shrewd 
estimates about his background.

They also favor his having 
been reared in a family where 
his mother was a devout church 
woman and active in religious 
organizations. 

This sailor probably can be 
depended upon to do his duty 
faithfully and also to assume re- 
sponsibility, so he should war- 
rant being given executive re- 
sponsibility.
